Adjustment To Claim 



Ms. Strober paid $2,692.86 on behalf of the estate (see Exhibits 1 and 2) prematurely 
ordered without authority by the state court to pay a potentially dischargeable debt under the 
jurisdiction of the bankruptcy court. This adjustment should be considered timely as Ms. 
Strober was in direct contact with the trustee's attorney at the time of the payment inquiring 
about how and when she would be repaid through such inquiries, making it clear to the 
trustee's attorney that Ms. Strober had made this payment on behalf of the estate. This 
represents an administrative expense to preserve the property of the estate. 1

' The court should take judicial note that the first order of business of the trustee and his attorney was to fire the property 
manager who was then regularly paying the mortgages including the mortgage Ms. Strober paid for the benefit of the estate and 
to preserve property of the estate. With the termination of property management that did not on average have a net cost, 
mortgages have generally ceased to be paid and this has resulted in two banks seeking to foreclose on what were one cash-flow 
positive, income producing rental properties. This has not benefited the secured creditors the trustee is entrusted to protect 
While some rents are now rumored to be collected, foregone rents (money that would otherwise be available for the benefit of 
creditors) has now approached approximately 18 months x $5,000/month - $90,000 in lost rent
